Js molk Chꝛiſtian Maieſtie, fozbearing 

co karre as his honoꝛ and the ducty of a 
'F7 Pz:ince that loueth peace and the god of 
> his Countrep could affo!de , was at the 
i RE laſt to his great griefe , fozced to haue re- 
J courſe to all meanes conuenient to bing 
the Duke of auoy to god oꝛder. The 

ſaid Duke hauing taken from the crowne of France, and vun 
ped the Marquizat of Saluces in time of peace, in the dapes of 
the late King Henry the third, his Maieſties pꝛedeceſſoꝛ of 
happy memozy , hath not reſtoꝛed the ſaid Marquizate, accoz 
ding to the treatie and concluſion of peace made at Veruins in 
the peare 1 598. betweene his Paieſtie Phillip the ſecond late 
King of Spaine, and the ſaid Duke of Sauoy, neither as he 
pꝛomiſed by the laſt agreement betwene his Maieſtie and the 
ſaid Dukc of Sauoy, made at Paris in ebꝛuary taſt. A matter 
that hath mued his Maieſtie to alter his purpoſe : declaring 
to thoſe to whome it may concerne, that hauing attended the 
ſaid Dukes reſolution , he was laſfiy cnfozced fo recouer the 
ſaid Mlarquizate bp fo:ce of Armes. 

The King therefo:e willing by valloar and in diſcretion, 
not onelp to pꝛeſerue that which appertaineth to the Crowne, 
but alſo to retouer that which afo:ctime hath bene altenated, 

there vpon redemaund the Marquizite of Saluces, which 

d bene alienated, as is afbꝛeſaid. ut the Duke finding it to 
be one of the moſt pꝛectous flowers of his .

the King dayly fo2 the reſtitution of the ſame: Wherebp his 
aieſtie hauing crpeced it a veare and a halfe , did ncuerthe⸗ 
llelle liue in hope accoꝛding to the ſaid Dukes pꝛomiſe, to haue 
had the ſaid reſtitution perfoꝛmed by the firſt day of June laſt 
paſſed. But the Ling percetuing that his clemencie engendꝛed 
ſo great contempt, ſent his ſolemne declaration to the ſaive 
Duke of Sauoy, therein pꝛoteſting that himſelfe was no cauſe 
of the warre oꝛ bꝛeache of peace, but that full ill againſt his 
will he vndertoke this warre, as knowing verve well that it 
could not redound but to the ſaid Dukes vtter ruine t decay. 

The King therefoze, conſidering the p:emiſſes, did to his 
great griefe(aſbeit he came not out of Paris to that intent)bzing 
his armie into Breſle and Siauoy, where it ſone ſhewed it ſelfe 
with ſo many fropes, as pꝛoued, that the Lings iuſt title o: 
quarrell carried that which to him did appertaine. The townes 
and Caſtles neuer ſtd out any oꝛ very ſmall foꝛce, but peelded: 
ſo as the King in a very ſhoꝛt time pierced thꝛough the coun 
trep even to Mont mi lan, where vpon his arriuall, he ſcized on 
the fowne, as like wiſe he did ſoneafter of Chamtery, Char- 
bonriers and other places, euen to Morienne, which he bzought 
vnder his obedience, in which places himſelle was pꝛeſent, to 
the great perrill and danger of his life, 

Hauing thus taken the towne of Mont- millan, he cauſed the 
Caſtle to be ſummoned to ptelde, vnleſſe that they had rather 
endure the furie of the Cannon, Howbeit, ſith they grew ob⸗ 
ſtinate, the King deuided his army to beate it on euery ſide, and 
cauſed his men to raiſe Baſtions, Foztes, Hilies, and Bul⸗ 
warkes with wonderfull pollicie to beate the place. 

This done, it ſæmed, that albeit mans tnduftrie could per- 
fozme no moꝛe, pet all this was but as a Butte foꝛ the Can 
nons of the ſaid Caſtle to leuell at: the place being of all men 
bolden to be inpꝛegnable and almoſt inacceſſible, But God, 
who ruleth the hearts of kings and P2inces,petzed the hearts 
of theſe two Pzinces , whereby the one was found to be _ 
niſhed with a inff quarrell, whereto he alſo ſhewed himlelfe 
yourable, as he pꝛomiſeth by his Ines; when he e

heart after his o one minde. So that whereas the Duke of 82. 
uov, purpoſcd there to haue ſuffered the Frenchmen to haue 
tchamprd on their vittes, wit!) the diſcommodttie of the winter 
ſcaſon and tempeſts, the place happily fill into the kings hands, 
to the great pꝛeiudice of the ſard Duke of any, who now fin-_ 
deth hunſelfe to be the prep of ſuch miſhap as he thꝛeatned to 
others, therein reſembling the CThꝛuſh, who prarched vpon a 
twigge ſoꝛeddeth her wings and fo is taken of her eife ; oꝛ the 
Gyants that ſor git fo ſig it with heauen: fo? ſurely this battle 
of the Siants doth repꝛeſent and ſtgure viito no other but theſe 
that will riſe againſt ther? befters, as they did aͤgainſt !upiter, 
acco2ding to the woꝛdes of the Port.

Now will J being vnto the French Theater, one of the 
pꝛincipall actes of this tragedie. The Bing conſidering how 
difficult it was by aſſault to come ncre this place, and fearing 
the loſſe of the meaneſt of his Souldiers, ſought to winne thoſe 
in the Caſtle by compoſttton , where vpon God reading in his 
heart his god minde and afkegion, ſtrengthened him mo2e and 
moꝛe againſt his enemies. Many things they do repoꝛt, that 
miniſtreo intelligence to the king: but J doe ground my ſclfe 
bpon the moſt certaine, + J doe belæue that the kings iuſt qua⸗ 
rell deuered him this place, as the la wfull daughter of France 
built and ereded by our Litngs : foꝛ, as ſay the auncient Philo⸗ 
fophcrs : All things maſt returne to their head and foundation, 
ſo that as well that, as the reſt, being of France, All hall re- 
turne to trance, | 

In the end the Loꝛd of Brandv Captai te of the ſaid Caftic, 
ming himſclfe vnable to reſiſt the Fre!ich armie, muth loſſe 
the courage of ſo inuincible and magnanimious a king: with⸗ 
all that he could not hould, as being ſurpꝛized by the kings di⸗ 
ligence and foꝛeſight, who reſembled an Alexander oꝛ lulius 
Cæſar, who both enterpꝛiſed and erecuted in manner at once: 
fou tht to growe to compoſition as himſelte required: wherefo 
che Ring condiſcended, mittigating certaine articles that went

beyond the lawes of warre, which he world not paſſe. 

This compoſition did firſt containe a truce foꝛ one moneth: 
ſo that incafe the Dnke of Suoy did not tome to ſutccour the 
beſieged and raiſe the ſredge from befo'e the place, thefatd loꝛd 
Brandys p2O!1:teb cen with hoſtages, to deliuer the place into 
the kings hands. The truce d:awving to e piration, toward the 
end thereof the Duke of 5 1154 moamug to appeare, was ſfop⸗ 
ped, thꝛough the kings diſercet foꝛeſt gh). 8. I ſent his armie to 
the paſſages to ſfop the ſatd Duke of 8. 15», from all acceſſe. 
Thus he being repulſe d, und nahle to bing any ſuccour,ey- . 
ther to raiſe the ſiege from beloꝛe the place, it was verlded vn⸗ 

der the moſf happy ſucceſſe of the moſt Th iſtian t moſt mag- 
nanimious Bing, accoꝛding to the graunt that the Loꝛde of 
Brandy had obtcined from his Mateſty. Herr vyon the king, the 
16. of Nonemb. 150 c. ſent in oo. French ſorddiers vnder the 
leading of the Loꝛd of Creq iv, who was fo commaund in the 
ſame. The Lo2d of Brandy according to an article by the Bing 
granted in fozme of compoſition, departed: Nomelv with the 
life of the ſaid Loꝛd of Brandy and all hie, the Souldicrs with 
the Drum ſtriking vp, the Ancient difplaide, the 2atche ligh. 
ted, the Bullet in the mouth, the Puſque's and l3arquebuts 
charged, with bag and baggage, ſo much as to them appertey- 
ned, without ſcarch, viſitation oꝛ moleſtation what ſoener, and 
furniſhed with fo much warlicke pꝛouiſion az they could wel! 
carry with them: laing to his Paieſties er on, the fai⸗ 
reſt and ſtrongeſt place in all Sauov, with c. Canons great 
and ſmall, odo Bullets, and . ata of Powder. 
Thus much fo: the conqueſt and departure fi om the Caſtle of 
Mont-millan, a houlde tn ſome mens opinion vnpoſſible fo be 
gotten: pet poſſible fo our great Bing, being armed with equi 
lie and a tuff quarrell. 

Now therefoꝛe, O pe French nation, vc are to liſt vp vou 
hands to hrauen in ſigne of iove, and to imp oꝛtunate the ſame 
with your petitiens and p:apcrs, and maniſould repetition of

Now thereloꝛe let him not be content onely to mainteine his 
eſtate and people in peace: but alſo let him flouriſh, and as it 
were ſhote fo:th againe the auncient Lawꝛell bꝛanches of his 
aunceſters. Now J ſay is the tune, that thou O France maid 
boaſt, that thou haſt not onely a Themiltocles, an Alexander, 
or a Ceſar, but euen all t hꝛæ compized in the ſole courage of 
this great Henry the fourth. Now ts the time that the olde 
pꝛouerbe map be verified in him. That nothing is difficult to 
* valiant miade : Likewiſe that he hath clambered to the rocke 
of vert ue: and that he hath purchaſed the tipe of pcrfecion; 
that he hath out faced the hazards, and fo2 a long time carped 
away and houlden the title of 4 great King and Captaine, 
whome all the wozlde admireth and feareth, vnder his clemen 
cie, curteſie, valour and benignity .

This your honourable fame, and this generall 
deſtre of euerv man, runneth oner the Alpes, cuen vnto the vt 
termoſt bounds of France: neither is there Painter oz Car 
ner of Images, but with all induſfrie, as of their Q ueene, doe 
tndenonr to dzaw pour image and poꝛtraiture to the perfection 
ok his ſkill. Chere is not ſo meane a man, oꝛ howſoeuer pe, 
but hath it in his houſe: and as in time paſſed the Image ol 
Auguſtus was woꝛchipped in p:inafe houſes, even ſo it was nt 
this day. Truly it is a great matter that in the conceipts of in 


finite * ſhould be ſtrſt p Idea of ſome great 
matter 
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matter to tome, from the which by like means the iſlus ſhould 
be taken: alſo that they cannot poſibly be dzawne frs this firil 
tonceipt, vntill the occaſton be fulfilled, which afterward:com- 
ming to light, diſcouereth the trueth of the vniuerſall indge- 
ment, The like hath hapned in vou, moſt vertuous Mary, who 
being diſcended from kings, grafted and allied to great kings, 
and endued with ropall conditions, after the troubleſome de⸗ 
ceaſe of King Henry the third, were in the iudgement of al! 
men marryed to the valient Henry of Bourbon. Such a iudge⸗ 
ment, albeit aſſeſſed by man, was not withſfanding, the woꝛke 
of God x fatall from heauen, who hauing cut off all x ſo great 
hinderances, which as the woꝛld knoweth, ſeemed inſuperable, 
and croffed pour pꝛeſent mariage, haue now knit vou in an in- 
diſſoluble knot, to the inuincible king of France.

Veld therfoze perpetuall 
p;aiſe to God, and thanke the wiſdom, and more then fatherly 
ptetp of pour vnckle Don Ferdinando the great duke towards 


pou, Commend the godneffe and eremplary life of that great 
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Chꝛiſtiã rather in derd th? name, out of whole mariage pourg 
was deuided, as out of great things greater are fozmed, Foz 
in theſe young yeares of pour tender age, vou were by them 
ſo bought vp and trained in vertue # Ch:tfhan piety, that the 
moſt Ch:iſfian king, mwued and cnflamed with the repoꝛt of 
pour name, craued pot! in mariage.

Thus ſha!! von live ü mnoꝛtall in the 
memoꝛp of moꝛtall men, with the tue titles o? honoꝛ t gloꝛie, 
neither feined noꝛ begged. Go therfoꝛe loꝛth, aud continue pour 
tournep molt Chꝛiſtian Queen, pꝛou) of the mol worthy trop 
of fo many Pꝛinces, Pꝛinceſſes, x moſt noble Antghts 1 Gen 
tlemen that waite vpon you : of H mam ſaules which accains 
pany you with their vowes x pꝛapers vato God fo: pour p:of- 
perous tourney x fruitłulneſſe, but farre moꝛe of Angels, t1fo 
whole tuitton our god Sod hath cõmitted you, And pou malt 
happy Tiſi that carrieſt ſo great a Queene, feare thou neither 
tempeits noꝛ rocks, foꝛ with her thou carrieſt her god foꝛtune. 
Vou go into a realme, where p magnanimous Katherin pour 
kinſwoman by the father, dio ſo gloꝛioully commaund almoſt 
fo2 the ſpace of foꝛty years, that the name of pour moſt famous 
family,bo:ne to ſway the greateſt Empires, is holden in very 
great accompt.You go to a kingdome eſtabliſhed in a Ponar⸗ 
chy,x at the ame time in Chꝛiſtianity, almoſt thirteen hand;ed 
peares ago.

What ſhall we then do, that haue aurTed and bought you bp - 
ſhall we by our lackneſſe ſæme to enu;e Prouince, oꝛ rather all 
France in their top 2 ſhall we dialie vour contentinent x glo2p? oh! 
God foꝛbid. Nav rather as in the hegaming of m ſpeech J aduiſed 

u, moſt vertuous T. to haue pour recourſe to ſtghes x ſobs, 
and ſo2rolwfall lamentatious fo! her departure, ſo now, being come 
againe to my ſeife, hauing gucrcome row, I thinke it moꝛe ne⸗ 
teſſary that we retoyce with her, to whome Italy being but a ſmall 
matter, the king of heauen hath giuen the faireſt kingdom, tog ither 
with the mighteſt king Chꝛiſtian to be her ſpouſe r huſband, becauſe 
her gloꝛy is our gloꝛv.

dinand, with what full and conuenient reward ſhall all Italy make 
vou recompence:fo2 among all your ropall adions ſince pour cle 
on to the Tuſcan Empire, this mariage by you conccited, dilſcretly 
aduiſed, handled, and concluded, is their fulneſſe, theic glo2p,x their 
perfectton, t with ſuch as can diſcerne the nature ofthe pꝛeſent time, 
and the courſe of humaine affaires, pour greatneſſe ſhall fo: euer be

of S. Ste phan, moſt affeaionate to your name, fauoꝛ them with your 
countenance : felicity, as the molt pꝛincipall woꝛkmanſhip of your 
magnanimious grandfather on the father ſide, + now by your moſf 
noble Tinckle, b:ought to ſo high a degree, that all places vnder the 
ſunne are now repleniſhed with the gloꝛy of their name:bcfides that 


pon here ſæ them moſt ready to become your faithful ſhelter in this 


moſt happy paſſage:neuer diſdaine þ vnfainedly x without flattery, 
they haue thought god this dav to celebꝛate your diuine denon.
